FREB DELIVERY BY MAIL.— All seeds ordered at 
the packet, ounce, quart, or pound mail prices, also 
bulbs, plants and such goods as are offered by mail, will 
he sent by mail, postage prepaid by us, to any address 
in America. “We sometimes send by express (prepaid) 
instead of by mail, but only when there is a saving of 
cost to ourselves, and when convenient for purchaser 
to receive them that' way. 

BY EXPRESS OR FREIGHT means that we deliver 
the stock to express or railroad here, and the purchaser 
pays all transportation charges on receipt of goods.

No other berry will so amply repay the labor expended upon it. The fruit is one of the best sellers in the market, starting to ripen after the 
other blackberries are about gone, and continuing until frost. Almost coreless and very rich, they need very little sugar in cooking. They have a 
flavor all their own and make surpassingly good pies, jellies and jams. As a tonic and regulation for the sick they are appreciated either fresh or 
cooked. No comparison can properly be made between this and other blackberries and the Himalaya is rapidly supplanting other varieties where- 
ever tried. They are good shippers and do not rapidly spoil on the vines. As a commercial berry it has no equal. 

The severity of their native climate—Thibet Mountains—‘‘the roof of the world,’’ has made the berries hardy and both the plant and the 
fruit will stand extremes of heat and cold better than will our domestic fruits.

: In order to supply the need of pure bred grains adapted to Wisconsin conditions, he began work 
with several kinds of cereals in.1899. Ten standard varieties of barley were used in the foundation work 
for that grain. After three years of comparative trials only the g@our best promising varieties were 
retained from which to establish pedigreed strains. These were Mandscheuri, Oderbrucker, Silver King 
and Golden Queen. These were grown in small plots for several seasons the best plants being selected 
for seed each year. In 1902 motherbeds of 2,500 plants were planted for each of the above named 
varieties. From each motherbed the 20 best plants Were selected and placed in envelopes. In 1903 the 
ten best plants for each variety were taken and the best seed of each used to establish centgener plots. 
These centgener plots each containing a hundred seeds were tested for three successive years to determine 
yield and other desirable characteristics.

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ALFALFA OR LUCERNE 


Alfalfa has been grown with more or less success in every state and terri- 
tory of the Union, and there is .ot a state from which it has not been reported 
that Alfalfa will, is properly treated, become one of the hest fodder plants. It is 
the best hay and soiling crop in the West and South. In the Northern, Central 
and Hastern States it has become a serious rival of red clover. 

-SOIL—Any good corn land or land that is suitable for red clover will produce 
f Alfalfa. A rich clay land over a gravelly sub-soil seems to be the best. Good 
drainage is essential, and the water level in the soil must not be nearer than 
7 to 8 feet to the surfaze. It develops best on well cultivated, sloping land 
where the water will not stand during any portion of the year. 

PREPARING THE SEED-BED—Land on which a cultivated crop like corn, 
_W potatoes, sugar beets or tobacco has been grown the preceding year is best 

y suited for Alfalfa growing. Fall plowing and manuring, followed by thorough 
cultivation to kill weeds, conserve moisture, warm up soil, is good practice, and 
in spring the ground should be disked as soon as it is in condition to work, and 
the disking or harrowing continued every week or 10 days until planting time 
to keep the soil mellow and kill the weeds. 

SOIL INOCULATION—In most sections of the country the ground is suffici- 
fH ently supplied with Alfalfa bacteria, but where they are present in so limited 
} number that it seems impossible to get a catch of alfalfa, we suggest to scatter 
over the land soil from an old alfalfa field or soil on which sweet clover (see 
next page) was grown at the rate of 250 to 2,000 pounds per acre, in ease this 
f soil cannot ke had nearby, we can supply it (see price below) from our fields. 
r SOWING THE SEED—The seed can be sown in the fall as well es in the 
spring; in the northern states the seeding is done from the middle ci May to 
the middle of June; it is best to delay seeding until the ground is warm and 
properly prepared. Sow seed at the rate of 15 to 20 pounds per acre; it is 
safer to plant without a nurse crop; if a nurse crop is wanted sow it thinly nct 
more than 3 pecks of Barley or 1 bu. of Oats per acre. The seed is sown broad- 
i cast or drilled in; it should not be covered more than one inch. 

i CUTTING THE CROP—Alfalfa should be cut, when about one-tenth in 

bloom, if a nurse crop is used, no hay crop can be expected the first year; in 
no event should alfalfa be cut after September 1. The growth made after that 
date is needed to hold the snow for winter protecticn. The year following the 
seeding 3 good crops can reasonably be expected. The average yield of alfalfa 
hay is one to two tons per cutting of an acre. 

CURING OF ALFALFA—Cut Alfalfa in the morning and with good drying 
weather the hay can be raked and put into small cocks in the afternoon of the 
same day. ‘The hay should be cured with the least possible handling; it is put 
in the barn or in the stack at about the same stage of drying as clover. 

CUTTING FOR SHED—For seed the seccend crop is usually saved, which is

FEEDING VALUE—No single forage plant combines the materials for a profitable ration for dairy cows, sheep and brood sows so well as 
does Alfalfa; it is a good substitute for such high protein feeds as oil cake, cottoi seed meal, bran, and saves fcr the farmer the money he 
usually spends for them; but it is not in itself a complete ration, and in order to get the best and most profitable results from feeding Alfalfa 
such coarse forage plants like corn fodder, silage, millet or root crops must be added to the ration.
